The city now la building a pound 
at the city farm, the pound to be 
located on West Fairview avenue, 
and it is expected Crites will make 
satisfactory arrangements to have 
some one at the pound all the time 
to look after

by the University of Chicago.

Under its new vocational guid­ 
ance plan, Chicago plans to con­ 
tinue service beyond th* oampus— 
heading students into th* careers 
for which they ar* best fitted and 
then aiding them in obtaining em 
ployment. It is outlined as a type 
of service th at means tangible re­ 
turn on students’ tuition. 
In the past university employ­ 
ment bureaus have confined their 
efforts largely to finding odd Jobs 
for students needing work to help 
pay their way through school. Th* 
scheme to get graduates started 
in th* world is something new th at 
other 
institutions 
soon 
will 
be 
copying. 
Will Advise Students 
Under the University of Chicago 
plan, there will be a special board 
made up of deans of th* schools, 
alumni 
directors 
and 
secretaries 
and President Max Mason. 
It is 
planned 
that 
these officials 
in­ 
terest themselves in the under­ 
graduate who has difficulty in se­ 
lecting his life work. 
They will 
advise these students, plan con­ 
ferences 
with 
school 
alum ni 
In 
business and in professions In or­ 
der to get th* students placed 
properly and then will watch their 
progress. 
“The service ta to be personal 
and human, rather than formal 
and routine,” th* board advises. 
“Th* board will work through the 
various university departm ents and 
an expert fam iliar w ith problems 
of employment will be employed to 
direct Its activities.” 
Mass production of college grad­ 
uates 
evidently has glutted

m arket w ith educated job hunters 
and the Chicago move ta ju st the 
first to line up university organ­ 
isations behind some plan for re ­ 
lief.

Welcoming Gen. Pershing and his doughboys to 
the military reunion in France, the French minister 
of war said: 
"You will find everywhere brothers with whom 
you fought side by side, as kind-hearted and lov­ 
ing now as they were when chance made our people 
your hosts.**

member ten years ago when my staff and I were 
greeted in Paris. 
We came then answering a call 
of humanity and love.

‘OLD FOX” 


California la prepared to "double” for practically 
any atate In the Nation, or any foreign principality, 
in providing the proper locale for motion picture 
productions, declares State Forester M. B. P ratt in 
calling attention to the utilization of the state's 
forests as the setting for new photoplays. 
The moving picture producers of Hollywood have 
found the state forester a valuable aid In supplying 
Information concerning available locations for movie 
plays. 
When a play is to be filmed, proper back­ 
grounds must be obtained. 
If the scenes of the 
play call for foreign settings, locations must be ob­ 
tained which correspond very closely to the charac­ 
ter of the country In which the action Ie supposed 
to take place. 
Moving picture audiences are crit­ 
ical and any discrepancies are quickly noted. They 
detract materially from the success of the produc- 
tqlon. 
Some Idea of the exacting requirements of the 
movie director may be gained from the experience 
of a Hollywood producer In 
preparation 
for 
the 
filming of Gene Stratton 
Porter's 
famous 
book 
‘•Freckles.” As the scenes are laid In Central Indi­ 
ana, the producer wrote Mr. Pratt asking for ad­ 
vice as to where suitable locations might be found 
In California. The film plans called for swamp land 
covered with heavy undergrowth and trees resem­ 
bling eastern hardwoods. 
Pines, cedars and red­ 
woods would not meet the company’s need, It was 
stated, and a wood was required that would appear 
to be covered with eastern maples, oaks, ash, etc. 
Three locations for the film 
production 
were 
found by Deputy Forester W. B. Rider In the Im­ 
mediate vicinity of Sacramento and another near 
East Nicolaus, Sutter county, on the north bank 
of the Feather river, where the country Is covered 
with water oak. California sycamore, mountain ash, 
poplar trees and heavy undergrowth. 
These trees, 
Rider said, closely resemble eastern hardwoods and 
water holes nearby can be used to turn the sec­ 
tion Into swamp land and carry out the Llmberlost 
illusion. 
No state In the Union can boast of a wider va­ 
riety of natural resources and scenic 
attractions. 
Anything from Alplns glaciers to Saharan deserts 
can be found in California. Mr. Pratt declares that 
perhaps this is why the members of the motion pic­ 
ture profession are numbered among California’s 
leading conservationists. 
They are most liberal in 
using their money for protection and preservation 
of the state’s forests.

PARACHUTES AND UFErPRE-

Nine men with parachute, leaped from an airship 
the other day, the last one eighteen seconds after 
the first. 
It was a good demonstration in life-sav- 
mg possibilities. 
But here again, even when para­ 
chute-jumping as a means of rescuing oneself is 
perfected, the human element enters in. 
It is a 
lad that many a passenger on a sinking boat re­ 
fines to jump into the water, even when he has a 
fife preserver on, because often to him the big ship 
feds safe enough and he is afraid of the water. 
It cab easily be imagined that an airship with its 
huge m e would seem much safer than jumping off 
alto space with a bit of paraphernalia on one's back 
with die operation of which ane was unfamiliar even 
though not uninformed.

The Green on the Bacon 


It*, an old story that one-half the world does not know how 
the other half lives. The other day in a London magistrate’s court 
a woman was arraigned for not paying her rent. She gave as an 
excuse that she was in the bacon business and trade had been 
very slack. 
Magistrate fsapiently): "But everybody in England eats bac­ 
on. 
I can't understand slackness in this business." 
The woman (earnestly): "I don’t sell bacon, I scrub it** 
Magistrate f incredulously J : "Do you mean to tell me you 
earn your living scrubbing bacon?” 
The woman ('more earnestly?: "Quite so. You would not like 
to eat it if it were not scrubbed.” 
Magistrate (humbly J: "W e never know what we eat I** 
And we don't. It seems that bacon comes into England green, 
packed tightly in boxes. 
It has been salted, but not smoked. 
While in boxes, it exudes moisture and salt. 
Before it is put into 
stoves to be smoked, it has to be scrubbed with a stiff brush. 
It 
is not a pretty sight. 
But it is necessary. 
Otherwise England's 
favorite breakfast dish would be—well, unpalatable. 


POISONING FROM GASOLINE AND COAL OIL 
INCREASES 
With tho extensive use of coal oil and gasoline 
for heating' purposes, for cleaning and for driving 
vehicles, the number of cases of poisoning due to 
drinking or swallowing considerable 
amounts 
of 
these substances Is Increasing. 
Gasoline consists of the lower bolling hydrocar­ 
bons. 
When the vapors are inhaled symptoms of 
headache, nausea, giddiness, shortness of breath, 
blueness, and even unconsciousness appear. 
Drowsiness Ie reported as a prominent symptom 
lr. gasoline poisoning. 
In case large amounts of 
gasoline are swallowed unconsciousness comes on 
In ten to fifteen minutes. 
The symptoms ars especially severe In children. 
One case Is reported In which a girl. SO years 
old, died In five hours after drinking an ounce of 
gasoline, although eome people have eurvived after 
taking larger quantities. 
When coal oil Is swallowed the effects are sim­ 
ilar to those of alcohol but there Is much Irritation 
of the bowels. 
There are few deaths reported as 
the result of drinking kerosene since It la not po 
poisonous as benzins or gasoline. 
Of course the first thing to do when a poison Is 
swallowed is to get as much as possible of It back 
out. of the stomach. 
Vomiting 
may 
be 
brought 
about by any of the common methods such as put­ 
ting a finger down tho throat, taking lots of salt 
water, or by having a physician inject drugs that 
invariably produce vomiting. 
If the patient has collapsed he should be put at 
rest and kept quiet 
He should be kept warm by 
the application of hot water bottles or electric heat­ 
ing pads. Coffee may be given as a stimulant 
A 
physician may produce stimulation by tho Injection 
of more powerful drugs’and treat the various symp­ 
toms as they develop.
